Thenks for your kind letter end the enclosed copy of the Brirtguier suit. 

1 don’t know my exact plans vet. Possibly I will Sri day night, when I see Jim, 
who will be near here to make e speech. It is possible I’ll go there as early 
as the 17th. 

If 1 do not have solid, admissable evidence of Bringuier's connection 
with the government and sgency fop it, there is solid re© sen for believing it. 

The best thst can be said for his testimony before the Warren Commission, which 
i have reread in the light of whet I have recently learned, is that he dissembled. 

If he did not lie to the FBI, the FBI lied for him. The barren Commission, knowing 
the truth, permitted the lie to stand, I cannot regard any of this os accidental 
and it now ser-ns to be a pivotal point in the framing of Oswald snd of history. 
Without this one thing there could have been no VEITS WASH. 

What I am telling you is that « It bough there ere many things on which this 
great national dishonor can be blamed, end each one rightly, bad this one men 
told nothing but the truth ?n ; the whole truth, as he knew it, our great shame 
would have been avoided, the de^ejtetion of truth vculd have been impossible. 

There was a time when I regarded him as a ms n insane with his hatred of 
whet he calls "Communism”. To him, that is anything to the left of the John Birch 
Society.
